Special Summary on 1944 Prospective Acreage by Crops, With Comparisons 


The following tables. were developed to compare by States and for the United States, 

the 1944 prospective (or indicated) acreages by crons;, with historical acreage estie~ 
mates and the 1944 poals, Thé tables furnish thé first comprehensive comparisons for 
the 1944 season. The 1944 prospective acreages are from the March Prospective Plante 


‘ings Report “issued by the Bureau of Agricultural ‘Economies on March 20, 1944, All 


other data, except goals, are from reports of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
For such crops as all sor ghums (excluding sirup), soybeans for beans, and peanuts 
for picking or threshing, it was necessary to derive the 1944 acreages from the * 
March Report in order to place the indicated acreage and the goals on a comparable 
basis. The methods used in deriving these indicated 1944 crop acreages are explainec 
in the faotnotes to the tables including these crops. 


The 1944 goals are those established by State War Boards and were assembled by the 
Agricultural Adjustment Agency and Office of Production. In order to show compar ir 
sons of goal acreages with prospective or. indicated 1944 acreages, the States are © 
arranged, so far as practical, according to the five AAA regional groups of States. 
For some crops, the sum of the State goals does not equal the National (U,S.) goal
